Counting The Poor 7 


The quickest, Surest and fastest way to end 
poverty is by Changing the definition of whois 
poor, Atleast that's the route taken by a recent 
Census Bureau report. ‘ 

itisa swift, fool-proof way of cutting poverty 
by torty percent. The-trick is to count the full 
value of federal benefits such as food stamps, 
housing assistance and Medicaid as income 
to their recipients. Do this and, presto, poverty 
for millions of people just melts away. They 
are no longer poor, according to the Bureau's 
report . 

To be fair to the Bureau, it engaged in this 
meaningless exercise at the command of the 
Congress., which- instructed it to figure out 
how many people would be poor if federal 
benefit programs were counted as cash. 


As.myold math teacher used to say. youcam. 


do anything with numbers. The problem is if 
you accept the report's proposals the 


. numbers might look better but the poor would 


remain poor and poverty would still be a major 
ational problem. ; 

Isn't it ridiculous, for example, to treat 
Medicaid payments as cash in determining 
income? Let's say a poor person has cash 
income of $5,000 and has open heart surgery 
paid for by Medicaid. Does that mean he is no 
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longer poor or that his income is really $15,000 
or $20,000 or whatever the cost of his medical 
bill is? 

And if a poor person lives in public housing 
is he less poor if you add on to his earnings the 
difference between the rent he pays and the 
true cost of his apartment to the government? 
If you are going to count public housing sub- 
sidies to the poor, how about counting as 
inceme mortgage interest subsidies to 
homeowners? Why impute as income a whole 
range of marginal subsidies that let the poor 
survive without also including as income the * 
tax loopholes and indirect subsidies that make 
the rich richer? ' 

That kind of upside down thinking may 
seem reasonable in the computer rooms of a 
government.agency but.it has absolutely 
nothing to do with real life or poverty. The © 
unreality of it all is compounded w some 
people say that since federal subsidies 
increase the real income of the poor, they are 
no longer poor and no longer need the 
subsidies. 

While extremists will seize on the finds to try 
to define the poor out of poverty, others ought 
to draw very different conclusions--that those 
benefit programs have worked well and have 


Country's Military Might Depends On Blacks 


Astrong military is vital to a country's secur- 
ity and the military prowess of a country 
obviously determines its position as a world 
power. In this cont®xt, Black Americans have 
played a significant role in securing the 
nation’s future as a world leader. But not with- 
out a tong, controversial struggle. 

Although the word “der acracy" hasn't held 
the same meaning for Blacks, they have histor- 


__ically. clung to the hope that the nation- would guished 
eventually embrace then asarr equat partner. 


Afro-Americans have traditionally believed 
that answering their nation's call t&% arms 
would afford them full American citizenship 
and give them a degree of self-respect not 
available in civilian life. 

On the other hand, the country historically, 
up until World War |i, resisted the recruitment 
of Blacks in the armed services. It was thought 
unwise 'to train Blacks in the art of warfare. It 
Was Téared ‘that mén who waded through 
blood to victory would become more militant. 

This attitude has also prevented an ade- 
quate and accurate presentation of the com- 
bat performance of Black-military units and 
their contributions to America's security. But 
the all-volunteer army, largely Black, has 
changed much of that. The country's military 
establishment has had to eventually come to 
the realization, after two turbulent centuries, 
that Black manpower is vital to America's 
detfense.and survival. Bed Leah Eo

The unit was inactivated in 
October of 1951 under a cloud of bitter and 
controversial rumors. Most would forget, 
however, that two soldiers in the regiment, 
after their deaths, received the Congressional 


helped some poor people to approach min- 
imal living standards. = sailt 

And still another conclusion has to be that if 
you count those programs as cash, you'd still 
be left with 14 million poor people, which 
means those programs don't reach enough 
people with enough benefits. 

Even more to the point, the poverty standard 
itself is hopelessly outdated and is not a useful 
measurement. It dates from calculations made 
in the early 1960s and, is based on an emer- 
gency food budget for temporary use only. 
instead of being used as a crisis level signal- 
ling extreme deprivation, it is used as a per- 
manent “lower living standard” measure. 

That so-called povery level now is set at 
$8,414 for an Urban family of four. But the 
Labor Department says it takes over $15,000 
for the same family to reach a minimally 
acceptable “lower” living standard--and that's 
Strictly no-frills family budget with rock- 
bottom rent, no nights out.and no shopping 
trips for new clothes. 

A third of American families and the major- 
ity of black families earned less than that 
Labor Department lower budget in 1980. So 
poverty and hardship can't be defined out of 
existence, no matter how hard some people 
may try. Statistics gren't-_people, and it i peer 
ple who are pgor and who are hurting. 

The war on poverty is far from over, and it 
will take a lot more than a simple declaration 
of victory to win it. For starters, the programs 
that have been proved by the Census Bureau 
to have an impact on the poor should be 
extended to all of the poor, and a massive 
domestic Marshall Plan launched to finally 
provide jobs, training and decent living stand- 
ards. for all.

American citizens had become misfits in the 
defense of their own country. 

Although vital to the country's security, 
their worth has never been universally 
accepted. Consequently, America’s Black 
fighting men and women have been involved 
in a war of their own. In every battle, they have 
faced a seriesof.attitudes, war after war, which 
questioned even their right to die for America. 

Today, Blacks constitute a large portion of 
the nation’s all-volunteer armed forces. One 
reason for this phenomenon is the high 
unemployment rate:in the private sector. The 
other is cultural heritage. 

Military service has become a tradition 
among Blacks. It has been one of the few sec- 
tors in American society which has had to, out 
of necessity, open its doors to Black Ameri- 
cans. For this very reason the military has 
beena vanquard in the area of racial relations.

The Why’s And How’s Of Credit 


(part one of a three part credit series)

in the next three columns | will address th 
subject of credit. tt seems hard to believe that 
only as recently as 1975 were women legally 
granted the right to equal credit. No wonder 
many financially sophisticated and knowl- 
edgeable women know surprisingly little 
about the subject. 

Access to credit in our increasingly "cash- 
less” society.is important for several reasons. 
First of all, you may need a loan or cash 
advance in an emergency or family crisis. 
Also, buying on credit enables you to take 
advantage of sales and to fight back against 
inflation by delaying payment and thus hold- 
ing on to your interest-earning money longer. 

Using credit cards provides documentation 
of every transaction which may help you rec- 
over your money in case of a dispute over 


goods or services. Also, credit cards can be ' 


indispensable for identification and check- 
cashing and, unlike cash, offer protection 
against loss or theft. Finally, credit cards offer 
great convenience, enabling you, for example, 
to shop by phone instead of spending time in 
the car or on public transit. 

Despite the advantages of credit, you may 
feel that you can do without it. You may be 
afraid of “going wild.” Or, if you are married 
and your hushand has a comfortable income, 
you may becontent to use his credit accounts. 

Thinking Ahead: This kind of thinking may 
be short-sighted. No matter how comfortable 
your current situation, it could change. If your 
husband loses his job or his health, or if you 
become divorced or widowed, you could need 
credit--in a hurry. And that is not the time to 
start establishing a credit history in your own 

‘name. The time is now, before you need it. 

Thanks to the Equal Credit Opportunity Act 

of 1975, itis now illegal to deny credit because

credit if they apply. Every credit-granting 
institution has the right to evaluate your appli- 
cation according to its own criteria--as lon

If you currently share joint accounts with 
your husband, make sure that credit inforrna- 
ion is being reported in both your names. For 
accounts opened since 1977 this is done 
automatically. However, if your joint accounts 
were opened earlier, then it is up to you to 
write each creditor asking that credit be 
reported in both names. A brief note is suffi- 
cient; just be sure to include the account 
number and both your names. Always keep 
copies of such correspondence. 

Savings in Your Name: |f you have no credit 
of your own, you can start by opening your 
own savings and checking accounts. Credi- 
tors regard such accounts as evidence of 
financial stability. When opening your own 
account, be sure to use your own name, not 
your husband's name, that is “Jane Doe," not 
“Mrs. John Doe.” 

Next apply to a local department store fora 
charge account. These accounts are usually 
easier to obtain than bank cards such as Visa 
or MasterCard, since use of the store card is 
limited to that store and its branches. 

Loans Can Help: Many women have helped 
their credit histories along by taking out-a 
modest loan, often a passbook loan, even 
though they didn't need the money at the time. 
The purpose of such a loan is simply to estab- 
lish a record of borrowing and repayment. If 
you have money in a savings account, for 
example, the bank will usually agree to lend 
you money against your account. You might 
be able to place the money in a higher yielding 
investment instrument, such as a money 
market fund, to draw interest and offset. the 
interest charges you will incur at your bank, 

While it is not easy fora homemaker without 
her own inéome to obtain credit, it is not 
impossible. Remember to include anything 
relevant to your credit application, such as 


If you are denied credit, always ask for 
the reason. It's your right and the creditor is 
required by law to tell you.)

Ask what 

you can to meet his or her criteria. Often 

just asking=is*éfiough to change the credit 

manager's mind. Or, there may have been a. 
clerical error. The worst thing you can do is 

simply accept denial as an act of fate. 

Pay Promptly: Assuming you are granted a 
department store card, be sure to pay your 
bills promptly, since every transaction will be 

“reported to a credit bureau and will become 
part of your credit history. You may.wish to 
apply for another charge at another store, but 
don't go overboard. Since, every denial shows 
up,as an “inquiry” on your credit file, it's 
unwise to apply too often. Once you obtain 
one or two cards from reputable stores, you 
are on your way. 

After a year or so of prompt payment, you 
might try for a bank card. Visa and MasterCard 
cards'are obtained from individual banks and 
each bank has its own credit criteria. So, if you 
are turned.down by one bank, try another. 

As you develop a credit identity, you will 
find that there are many different kinds of 
credit-grahting arrangements suitable for var- 
-ious needs. For example, if you have a money 
market fund or a portfolio of securities at a 
full-service financial company, ycu may qual- 
ify for an account that includes check-writing 
privileges or a debit card. The latter automati- 
cally subtracts purchases from your checking 
balance. Such an account can provide you 
with a greater measure of Convenience and 
flexibility, as well as with a source of funds in 
case of need.
